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THE  HEALTH  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


In  thio  the  fourth  year  of  V/ar  it  is 
gratifying  to  noto  ti^.at  the  health  of  the  District 
remains  excellent.  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics 
shoves  that  the  figures  compare  very  favourably  with 
the  National  rates,  which  are  in  themselves  very 
sat isf act  ory . 

52  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
?omparod  v\/ith  4l'  Tof  clio  previous  year  and  93  1940. 

The  cases  were  spread  fairly  evenly  throughout  the 
year.  2'5  cases  out  of  the  ^2  occurred  in  Burnham. 

3 cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred,  one  of  whom 
v/as  an  adult . 

By  the  end  of  the  year  86/«  of  the  school 
children  in  the  district  had  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  and  18/0  of  those  under  5*  ( arriving  at 
this  figure  children  under  one  year  of  age  have  been 
included.)  The  iuiiTiunisat  ion  of  school  children^akes 
place,  for  the  most  part,  in  the  Schools,  but  fSilities 
are  also  available  for  school  children  and  children  under 
3 years  of  a^e  at  the  Clinic  which  is  held  at  the  Health. 
Centre,  Burlington  i^venue,  Slough,  on  Fridays  at  2.I5  p-m. 

In  addition,  immunisation  of  the  "under-fives**  is  carried 
out  by  one  of  the  assistant  County  Ledical  Officers  at 
a Clinic  which  is  held  at  the  Health  Centre,  Burlington 
.ivcnue,  on  Thursdays  at  9*30  i^.m.  and  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  at  Iver,  Hichings  Park,  Gerrards  Cross, 
Horoon,  Stoxe  Poges  and  Wraysbury. 

6 cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  i^enimit  is  were 
notified.  4 were  admitted  to  the  dippenham  Isolation 
Hosptal,  all  of  whom  made  complete  recoveries  - as  did 
one  care  admitted  to  the  Hillingdon  Hospital.  One  home- 
treated  case  proved  fatal. 

? cases  of  Pol iomyel it  is  occurred,  both  in  the 
month  of  -(vagust  and  bo th  In  Iver , but  were  not  connected. 

One  v»(as  a bny  of  4 snd  the  other  a man  of  28.  Both  were 
admitted  to  the  Ciupenham  Isolation  Hospital  and  made 
complete  recoveries, 

Gough  were  less  prevalent 
during  the' yeaT,‘''Tl9~'ca^  of  Fhe  former  and  33 
latter  being  Tjotifled.  k'others  //ho  so  desire  may  have 
thexr  children  inoculated  against  V/hooping  Cough,  on  pa3rment 
of  the  Cost  of  the  ruaterial,  at  the  Immunisation  Clinic 
v/hicn  is  held  on  Friday  afternoons  at  the  Health  Centre.
